it may reappear somewhere. In this 
condition of the ptihlie mind a great 
responsibility rests upon tlie State 
Hoard of Health and upon all loeal 
• ollieers, and they should do every¬ 
thing possible both to prevent any 
spread of the disease if it should 
appear and to quiet unneeessary 
alarms. On the other hand unequal 
obligation rests upon all the people. 
We are not a lot of ehildren, to be 
justified inseat teringal the lust alarm 
and have to be whipped into place 
again for our own safety. We have 
all sense enough, if we will use it. to 
know that t lie t liing I odo is to quiet ly 
keep our phteesand uphold t heollieers 
entrusted .with leadership in the busi¬ 
ness. We should oeetlpy none of their 
t ime to keep us in order w bile t la y are 
engaged in profeet ing its against dan¬ 
ger. Che«“iIni obeillienee to all regula¬ 
tions, w it h fait h that any that may 
at first seem to hear too hardly will 
on proper presentation of the ease be 
made right as soon as possible, w ill 
relieve the ollieers of much anxiety 
and eare. and leave them proportion¬ 
ately free tu do the best they ran 
for US. 

The ease of supposed yellow fever 
at Sanford has given occasion for the 
exercise of all I liese qualit res, and we 
are glad to say that, in spite ol a few 
small breaks, both ollieers and people 
seem to have kept in the traces and 
behaved very well. There is grave 
reason t o doubt whet her t he ease w as 
yellow fever at all, but we think Hr. 
Daniels could hardly have been cer¬ 
tain that it was not, mid he was t here¬ 
to re bound to net as if certain that it 
was. Had the suspic ion got abroad 
that it was yellow fever, and be failed 
to act as lie did, the result might have 


been tar worse for Sanford and all 
other places than now, for probably 
local quarantines would have been 

t • i 

established all around, which have 
now been averted by confidence in t he 
siillieteney of the precautions taken. 
That confidence of the rest of the 
State- is worth more to the- suspected 
town, as well as the State at large 
tImn any gain that could come from 
being left flee of rest raiut in any c ase 
of doubt whitest ill under t lie suspicion 
of all our neighbors. Con tide) ice in the 
State at large, and in the- rest of the 
count ry is one of the main objects of 
establishing the board of health, and 
that object cannot lie at I allied except 
through the certainty that even tin* 
most doubtful eases will lie treated 
with promptness and the utmost pre¬ 
caution to prevent contagion. 

For the benefit of our readers at a 
distance wc will state (tie facts, so far 
as we know them, of the case at Sail- 
lord The woman was dead before 
any suspicions of yellow fever were 
aroused. 'Then the appearance of 
some dark inat ter m her vomit just 
before deal h led to suspicion, and Dr. 
Daiiiels.adiairman ol tlie State board 
ot health, vvas summoned. An autop¬ 
sy revealed a black thud in tin* stom¬ 
ach, and appearances which led him 
.to pronounce the ease yellow fever. 
Accordingly lie gave orders to prevent 
the possibility of the infis-t ion being 
carried to oilier places. It is well 
know n, however, t hat the symptoms 
and post mortem appearances of yel¬ 
low fever, aside from its infections 
character, are so closely approached 
by ot her tonus of disease, which are 
aeconipanied by hemorrhage of the 
digestive organs, . that even expert 
physicians may be misled, and prob¬ 
ably nothing short of the microscopic 
identification of characteristic germs 
or parasites, it such exist, will ever 
afford a certain diagnosis ot sporadic 
eases or the milder phases of possible 
infection by epidemic. lienee there is 
always more or less diversity of opin¬ 
ion in siuli eases, and many reputa¬ 
ble physicians have nut hesitated to 


say that the present ease was not 
yellow fever at all. Meanwhile there 
was nothing to do but take the pre¬ 
cautions proper in a case of yellow 
feveraud await the result Theperiod 
of probation lias now nearly parsed, 
and no other eases have appeared, 
and in a few days all will be going 
again as freely as before, Tlierc lias 
beep no occasion for a great scare, 
and t here has been none. 

Grape Prospects.

This 
is an ihdieaiton that- the feat\s which 
were ex pressed that t he Niagara would 
soon play out in this climate were 
ungrounded, and that it will improve 
from year to year.
